GSR No. 518(E).-—In exercise of the decision 
recorded in paragraph 5 of the Resolution of the 
Govermnent of India in the Ministry of Environ¬ 
ment and Forests, published vide GSR 85(E) 
dated 20-2-1991 in the Ga/ette of India Extraordi¬ 
nary Part II, Section 3, Sub section (i), the Ceii- 
tial Government hereby re-notifics the following 
ciiteria after amendments for LABELLING 
»T-ASTIC PRODUCTS AS ENVIRONMENT 
rRlENDLY PRODUCTS ; 

1. GENERAL REQUIREMENTS; 

1.1 All products of plastics shall meet relevant 
standaitls of Bureau of Indian Standards jTertain- 
ing to quality, safety and performance. 

1.2 The product manufacturer must produce 
the consent clearance as per the provisions of 
Water (Prevention & Control of Pollution) Act 
1974 and Air (Prevention & Control of Pollution) 
Act 1981 alongwith the authorisation if required 
under Environment (Protection Act 1986 and the 
rules made thercuder to Bureau of Indian Stan¬ 
dards while applying for the ECOMARK. The 
manufacturers of Plastic wares shall produce 
documentary^ cvdeiice with respect to the compli¬ 
ance of regulation under Prevention of Food Ad- 
ultration Act 1954 and Drugs and Cosmetic Act 
1940 and rules made thereunder, wherever neces- 
sary. 

1.3 The product must disnlay a list of critical 
ingredients in descending order of quantity pre¬ 
sent expressed as per cent of the total. The list of 
such ingredients shall be identified by Bureau of 
TE,id!an Standard.?. 

f 4 The product packaging may display in 
brief the criteria based on which the product has 
been lab-^lled environment friendly. 
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1.5 The material used for product packaging 
shall be recyclable or biodegradable. 

1 6 It shall also be suitably n;^uli"ucd that 
Ecomark label is applicable only to the packaging 
materia] package if content is not separately cov- 
ejC'..l under cc.-'niatk. I juay b: sialcJ '.liat the 
Ecomark is applicable to the product or packag¬ 
ing material or both.

2.2 Recycled Plastic Products ;— 


This category includes all plastic products 
further defined in the following sub-categories :— 

(a) Horticultural supplies. 

Cb) Produce containers. 

(c) Office supplies. 

(d) Non-food containers. 

(c) Recreational equipment and outdoor 
furniture. 

tf) Construction materials. 

Horticultural supplies include aU implements, 
containers and support structures used 
in gardending activities such as flower 
pots, garden stakes and berry trays. 

Produce containers include containers for 
agricultural produce such as eggs, fruits 
and vegetables. 

Office supplies include all implements, con¬ 
tainers and support structures for use 
in offices such as presentation folders, 
file folders and binder covers. 
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Non-food containers include all containers 
for non-food products such as detergent 
bottles, pallets and reusable packaging 
containers. 

Recreational equipment and outdoor furni¬ 
ture include all implements and support 
structures designed for the recreational 
market such as play ground equipment 
and patio tables. 

Construction materials include all materials 
used in the construction of structures 
whether stationary or transportable, such 
as lumber, fencing or shingles. 

2.2.1 The plastic products identified in sub¬ 
categories from 2.2 (a) to 2.2 (e) shall apart 
from tillers and reinforcing agents, be made from 
the minimum 90 per cent, by weight, of compa¬ 
tible plastic wastes. 

Note ; The manufacturer shall provide docu¬ 
mentary evidence by way of certificate 
or declaration to this effect to Bureau 
of Indian Standards while applying for 
ECOMARK. 

2.2.2 The plastic products identified in sub¬ 
category' 2.2(0 shall apart from fillers and rein¬ 
forcing agents, be made from the minimum 60 
per cent, by weight, of compatible plastic wastes. 

: This is specified since a higher con¬ 
tent of recycled plastic in construction 
materials is difficult to maintain. A hig¬ 
her content would not allow the end 
product to achieve structural confor- 
mtiy and performance standards. 

3. Bureau of Indian Standards shall formulate 
jincorporate optional standards for Environment 
Friendly characteristics.
